3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claims 
were read and interpreted in light of the specification, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose an apparatus for sensing fluid flow within a pipe comprising an 
acoustic sensing device for providing an acoustic signal indicative of the speed of sound 
in the fluid flowing within the pipe where the acoustic sensing device is attached to the 
outside of the pipe, and a flow velocity sensing device coupled to the acoustic device 
having an array of sensors, and in particular, for providing signals indicative of pressure 
variations in the fluid that travel at approximately a same velocity as the fluid where the 
flow velocity sensing device is also attached to the outside wall of the pipe.
